The Seventh Victim 


Nagashi Sai was a victim of the bomb that dropped on Hiroshima and 
killed so many innocent people. She was only nine years old when it hap- 
pened, but the memory of the terror and horror that the whole population 
felt was embedded in her mind and heart for the rest of her life. 

Nagashi had lived in Hiroshima for her entire life. She lived with her 
mother, father and baby brother in a small hut in the poorer, more densely 
populated area of Hiroshima. Her father worked in a factory, and her 
mother, when she was not busy with the baby, would occasionally take in 
washing to earn extra money. Sometimes Nagashi went to a mission school 
not far from her home, but more often she would play in the streets with 
some friends or roam about the skinny alleys and inspect the goods of the 
poor merchants. Her life was simple and not unlike that of thousands of 
other Japanese children except for one special thing which separated her 
from the many. Nagashi Sai had a little brother, and to her it was the most 
wonderful thing in the world. She spent hours looking at him and dressing 
him as if he were a doll. Indeed, it was a doll, a plaything to Nagashi. She 
loved the baby more than anything else in the world because it was her 
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escape hatch. When she played with the child she could pretend herself into 
a different world; a world of castles and fairy tales, where her brother was 
taken prisoner by the wicked ones and she would rescue him from them and 
live happily ever afterwards. The worlds that Nagashi was able to invent 
were for herself and her brother, and no one else. 

The day the bomb was dropped, Nagashi was at home with her mother. 
While her mother washed some clothes and hung them to dry in the sun, 
Nagashi played with the child. She had just finished telling it a story, and 
was dreaming to herself, when a loud, shaking sound came to her ears. At 
the same time an indefinable force pulled her away from the baby she held 
in her arms and with a violent thrust pushed her against a wall. 


The bomb had dropped. 


Nagashi did not know what was happening. She had felt the thrust that 
had thrown her against the wall, she had felt the ground quiver beneath 
her feet, and she had heard the strong noise of the bomb reaching the 
ground, but she did not know what was happening. When she became fully 
conscious she realized that a pile of debris covered most of her body and 
that what was left of the house was in shambles. Her first thought was that 
the god that the missionaries spoke of was doing battle with the traditional 
gods. She did not know, but as soon as she had freed herself from the rubble 
she began a search for the baby. Nagashi was crying now, crying because she 
was afraid. Her hands loosened the splintered framework and the dirt and 
touched the child. She grabbed the child and held it to her as if pressure 
would bring life. The baby stirred. 


Although there was life in the baby, Nagashi knew that it needed help. 
She carried the baby out of doors in search of her mother because she would 
help. She could not see her mother, but what met her eyes as she looked out 
made her even more frightened. The city was in total destruction. As far as 
she could see, the houses and concrete buildings were a mess of rubble and 
debris. Nagashi Sai made the hardest decision she had ever made in her life 
right then. She decided to go in search of help for her brother. She moved 
out into the street with the child. People everywhere were dazed and fright- 
ened. Sounds of people in pain or in mourning reached her as she picked 
her way along the road. Some people were scurrying to and fro not knowing 
what to do. Others like herself needed help. As Nagashi glanced around she 
could see bodies crushed under the weight of timber and other building 
material. Some still had enough strength to plead for help. It was horrible. 
The smell of death filled the air and Nagashi could do nothing. It was a 
long time before she reached a hospital, because the streets were crowded 
with people, rubble, and bodies. When she did arrive though, there was even 
more confusion. She had not anticipated the vast crowd of people that had 
reached the hospital before her. They were all trying to get help, and there 
were so many. Nagashi held the baby close to her and pushed her way 
through the mass. The hospital corridors were full of patients that had no 
beds but needed care. Most of them were badly burned and wounded. 
There was blood and pus everywhere and Nagashi could not look at them 
any more. She saw a doctor at the end of the hall bandaging peope as best 
as he could, and she ran to him. She held the baby towards him and tried 
to explain what had happened, but the doctor could not listen. He was so 
busy trying to help the wounded but there were so many. It was all utterly 
useless — there were too many that needed him and not enough equipment 
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to help. The doctor took the child, but it did not take him long to see what 
was wrong. It was dead. 

Nagashi could not believe it. Nagashi would not believe it. The baby was 
not dead, but it was. Her mind became confused —a mass of swirling fig- 
ures. They were reaching out of the blackness, stretching their arms towards 
her, crying for help. She saw the baby for an instant, playing and laughing. 
It was dead, they all were. 

Nagashi Sai was nine years old, and in that one day she had seen more 
death and suffering than any one person should see in their life. The day 
the bomb dropped, her mother, her father, and the baby had died. The 
mission school had collapsed, and killed most of her friends. Her life after 
that day was never the same. She was taken to an orphanage with hundreds 
of homeless children like herself. She was taught compassion. The worst 
thing that was a result of that day was the emotional state in which Nagashi 
was left. She had relived that day over and over again in her dreams, and 
those occupied her mind for most of the day. Where she had previously 
dreamed of fairy tales, she now lived in a world of continuous nightmare. 
At times she could even imagine hearing the baby’s voice. Nagashi Sai lived 
through the Hiroshima catastrophe but she was only a shell of what she had 
been. She had died that day with the baby. Nagashi was nine years old — 
she was too young to understand, and too old to forget.

After the enjoyably exhausting after- 
noon, we all stayed for the “banquet,” following which some of us remained 
for a dance at the school, some of us returned to the motel, and others ob- 
served more “Seattle nightlife.” 

After a thoroughly enjoyed and worthwhile time, we returned to Victoria, 
Sunday morning, grateful to Mrs. Gore-Langton and the school for having 
made our “Expedition” possible.
